J. Ferguson, president of 
the Sedalia baseball club, to w hom , 


80 inform ed 
the 
D e m o c r a t , he 
m ade a cash offer for the purchase 
o f the club franchise and players, 


w it h a v ie w to m an agin g the team 
n ext season. 
T h e proposition was 
not accepted, 
how ever, 
but Mr. 
Roe says he w ill have another con­ 


ference w ith D r. Ferguson in the 
near future, w h en he expects some­ 
th in g to come of it. 
“ M essrs. Ferguson, P o w ell and 
G ra h a m are all right 
as baseball 
m a g n a te s ,” said M r. R o e , “ but I 
understand they are w illin g to sell 
the franchise and team, and if so I 
w o u ld like to 
become 
the 
pur­ 
chaser. 


“ I have already done the pre­ 
lim in ary w o rk in the organization 
o f leagues in both N eb raska and 
O k la h o m a for 
next 
season, 
and 
w i l l become connected w ith one of 
them if I do not get hold of the 
S ed alia club. 
“ T h en , too, I have been offered 
the position of umpire next 
year, 
at a salary of 
$200 a month, but 
w o u ld gladly turn it dow n if I could 


g e t 
hold of the G oidbugs, in the 
m an agem en t of which I have been 
guaranteed all 
the 
capital I w ill 
need in the 
event I get 
the fran ­ 
chise. 
“ T h e present 
ow ners of the Se- 
dalia 
team are all busy men, and 


the e n ly reason 
they got into the 
business last year was to keep the 
clu b from g o in g to pieces 
and S e ­ 
d alia 
from 
d ro p p in g 
out of the 
league. 
“ T h e man w h o m anages the club 
ccTic year should accom pan y it on 
every trip, 
for if he does 
not he 


will get the w orst of it on an equal 
division of the 
receipts, 50 and 50 
per cent, w h ich 
the 
league 
has 


provided 
for 
next 
season. 
T h e 


present ow ners could not afford to 
n eglect 
their 
private business to 
make these periodical pilgrim ages, 
but it w ould be different w ith me. 
“ No matter who is at the head 
of the Goidbugs next season, there 
is important work to be done with­ 
in the next thitty days if we expect 
to have a pennant-winning team. 
The mere reservation of a player 
does not insure his playing with 
Sedalia next season. 
The time is 
near at hand when 
the manage­ 
ment must secure the signature of 
each player to a contract for 1903, 
and these contracts must be filed 
with the president of the Missouri 


V alley league and also with the sec­ 
retary of the National Association 
of Baseball Players of America by 
a certain date. 
“ I understand D ickR ohn has al­ 
ready been drafted by one of the 
clubs in the ‘ 
Three I ’ league, 
w hile 
D ow Vandine has been taken from 
Sedalia by Des Moines. 
O f course 
Sedalia will get paid for these play­ 
ers, but it means that other men 
w ill have to be 
secured to 
take 
their places, and now is the time 
to be looking around for them. 
“ I think It is pretty safe to say 
that Sedalia will also lose Henry 


Ford, as M cK ib b en , manager of 
the St. Joseph team in the W estern 
league, want« him, and wants him 
badly. 
I have in mind three play­ 
ers who l e a n get to take the places 
of R o hn , V a n c in e and Ford. 
O e 
of the three is a cracker] ick second 
baseman. 
I would 
engage 
him, 
and then shift H arry Gross to third 
base, w hich position he plays bet­ 
ter even than he does the second 
b ig . 
“ I had expected to get $200 from 
the Missouri V a lle y league at the 
close of the si*ason, as I put up that 
much of the $3«x) 
that 
was de- 
posited with the league as a gu ar­ 
antee that Sedalia would play the 
season through. 
I did not get it, 
however, as the m anagem ent failed 
to forw ard to the league, for its 
maintenance, 5 per cent of the re­ 
ceipts of each gam e played during 
the season, s6 when the wind-up 
came the officers of the league ju^t 
averaged the receipts of the games 
up and deducted the total from the 
$300 deposited, w hich proceeding 
ate up m y $200. 
“ O f course if I cannot purchase 
the Sedalia club’s 
frauchise 
and 
players I w ill have to get in the 
gam e elsewhere, but you can put it 
dow n as a certainty that I w ill be 
connected w ith some club in some 
league in the west during the sea­ 
son of 1903.”

If the claim is rejected by the 


city council, Messrs. Cashm an & 
B oh lin g 
have been instructed to 
institute suit at once in the Pettis 
county circuit court. 


T h e claimant, J. C . H atton, was 
elected 
city 
assessor on A p r il 5, 
1898, and qualified to serve for tw o 
years, or until 
his 
successor was 
qualified to supercede him. 
In 1900, Mr. H atton was a can ­ 
didate for re-election, his opponent 
being 
M atth ew 
Meyers. 
W h e n 
the votes were counted on election 
night Mr. M eyers had the 
larger 
number and was declared elected. 
M r. M eyers was given a certifi- 
cate of election and took possession 
of the office. 


Mr. 
Hatton 
disputed 
M eyers’ 
right to hold the office and brought 
quo 
warranto proceedings to oust 
him. 
T h e 
case dragged its w a y 
through 
the 
courts, 
and in the 
meantime Mr. M evers continued to 
perform the duties of the office and 
draw the salary appended thereto. 
Mr. H a tto n ’ s petition 
to 
oast 
M eyers and 
regain possession of 
the office of assessor w as based on 
the claim 
that 
Meyers 
was 
in­ 
eligible to hold office, for the rea­ 


son that he had not paid his taxes. 
T h e court sustained M r, H atton 
and he w as declared 
the 
la w fu l 
city assessor of Sedalia, because his 
successor had not been duly and 


la w fu lly qualified to hold the of­ 
fice, for the reasons set forth in the 
petition. 


M r, Meyers had draw n the city 
assessor’s salary from June i, 1900, 
to February i, 1901, am ounting to 
$400, and this amount the claimant 
declares belongs to 
him, 
and 
he 
asks the city to 
turn 
over 
that 
amount to him, inasmuch as he was 
the only legal city assessor during 
the period that Mr. M eyers was 
filling the office.
